1. FORMER ESSO MAROC PRESIDENT SKANE MET JULY 25 WITH MINCOM 
DIRECTEUR DES MINES ET DE L'ENERGIE SKALLI. SKANE OFFERED 
EXPLAIN OR CLARIFY ANY ASPECT OF ESSO PROPOSAL TO EXPEDITE 
GOM DECISION. SKALLI DECLINED OFFER SAYING THAT STUDY OF 
ESSO PROPOSAL PROCEEDING AT NORMAL RATE THROUGH REGULAR 
CHANNELS. IN REPLY TO DIRECT QUESTION RE STATUS ESSO REQUEST 
FOR DOLLAR DENOMINATION OF BLOCKED FUND PORTION OF RECEIPT OF 
SALE, SKALLI SAID THAT FINANCE MINISTRY HAS RULED THAT 
QUOTATION OF PRICE IN FOREIGN CURRENCY IS PROHIBITED BY LAW. 
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IN LATER CONVERSATION, SKALLI ALSO EXPRESSED VIEW THAT 
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ALTERNATIVE PROPOSAL FOR EXCHANGE RATE GUARANTEE WOULD VIOLATE 
SPIRIT OF THE LAW. 

2. IN VIEW OF UNEXPECTED DELAY IN GOM RESPONSE AND MINFIN 
REJECTION OF CRUCIAL EXCHANGE RATE ELEMENT, SKANE ASKED FOR 
SK A LU 'S FRANK PERSONAL EVALUATION OF PROSPECTS FOR SETTLE- 
MENT. SKALLI FORCEFULLY EXPRESSED PERSONAL DISILLUSIONMENT 
WITH ESSO PROPOSAL WHICH HE NOTED ACTUALLY INCREASED PRICE 
DEMAND AFTER HE HAD APPEALED TO ALL PARTIES TO MAKE CONCESSIONS 
AND EXPLICITLY ASKED ESSO TO MAKE BOTTOM DOLLAR OFFER. SKALLI 
ADDED, HOWEVER. THAT "EVERYONE WANTS TO RESOLVE THIS PROBLEM; 
EVERYONE WANTS TO GET IT BEHIND US", ASSERTING CONCERNED GOM 
AGENCIES, INCLUDING SNPP, ARE STILL GIVING ESSO OFFER CAREFUL 
STUDY AND WILL SHORTLY BE MAKING COUNTER PROPOSAL. 

3. IN SUBSEQUENT TALK WITH EMBOFF RE SKA T .L I'S COMPLAINT ABOUT 
ESSO PRICE OFFER, SKANE SAID THAT IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO CONVEY 
TO SKALLI THAT ESSO WILLING TO REVIEW REQUESTED SALES PRICE, 

BUT THAT QUESTION OF SOME FORM OF EXCHANGE GUARANTEE OR INTER- 
NATIONAL RATE OF INTEREST ON BLOCKED FUNDS WAS BASIC. EMBOFF 
CALLED SKALLI JULY 26 TO PASS THAT MESSAGE. SKALLI SEIZED 
OCCASION TO REPEAT HIS DISILLUSIONMENT WITH ESSO FAILURE TO 
MAKE SERIOUS OFFER ON PRICE. HE ADDED THAT WHEN ALL ELEMENTS 
OF GOM HAD COMPLETED STUDIES, A MEETING RECONCILING POINTS OF 
VIEW WILL BE HELD. ONCE GOM HAS DEVELOPED AGREED POSITION, 

ESSO WILL BE INVITED TO JOIN RESUMED NEGOTIATIONS. HE EXPRESSED 
DOUBT HOWEVER THAT EXCHANGE RATE PROBLEM CAN EASILY BE RESOLVED. 

4. DURING THIS SECOND TALK, SKALLI TOOK SOME TIME TO EXAMINE 
SKANE'S PERSONAL ROLE IN NEGOTIATIONS. STRESSING THAT HE 
SPEAKING PERSONALLY NOT OFFICIALLY, AND REPEATING THAT ALL GOM 
ELEMENTS WISHED TO SEE NEGOTIATIONS SUCCESSFULLY CONCLUDED, 

SKALLI EXPRESSED VIEW THAT SKANE'S REPLACEMENT AS NEGOTIATOR 
WOULD SIGNIFICANTLY IMPROVE PROGRESS TOWARD GOAL. 

5. COMMENT: SKALLI HAS EVIDENTLY PLACED OWN REPUTATION ON 
LINE IN SUPPORT OF EARLY SETTLEMENT. INCREASE IN PRICE 
DEMANDED BY ESSO AFTER HE HAD APPEALED FOR A "LAST BEST FIGURE" 
SEEMS TO HAVE UNDERCUT HIS BARGAINING POSITION WITH HIS OWN 
COLLEAGUES AND APPARENTLY RERAISED QUESTION OF ESSO'S GOOD 
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FAITH. SKALLI HAS A RECORD OF GOOD RELATIONS WITH AMERICAN 
AND OTHER FOREIGN FIRMS AND HAS BEEN INSTRUMENTAL IN SETTLING 
OTHER TOUCHY DISPUTES. WE ARE THEREFORE INCLINED TO GIVE 
WEIGHT TO HIS CONCERNS REGARDING THE PRICING ELEMENT AND 
THE EXCHANGE RATE/DOLLAR DENOMINATION/INTEREST RATE PROBLEM. 

AS A RESULT, WE ARE SOMEWHAT LESS OPTIMISTIC THAN TWO WEEKS 
AGO CONCERNING LIKELIHOOD EARLY ACCORD, BUT GIVEN SKAT. T. T'S 
ASSURANCE THAT THE GOM IS STILL GENUINELY SEEKING A SETTLE- 
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MENT, WE REMAIN PERSUADED THAT A SOLUTION CAN BE FOUND. AS 
WE SEE IT, ESSO SHOULD BE EXAMINING OTHER FORMULAE FOR BLOCKED 
FUNDS, INCLUDING REINVESTMENT THROUGH LOCAL ESSO EXPLORATION 
SUBSIDIARY WHICH IS SPENDING CONSIDERABLE SUMS LOCALLY. SHOULD 
ALSO CONSIDER REPRESENTATION QUESTION IN ANTICIPATION NEXT 
STAGE OF DISCUSSIONS. VASTOLA MADE GOOD IMPRESSION LOCALLY, 

AND WHILE WE AWARE HE VERY BUSY AND MAY BE LESS INFORMED 
ON SOME DETAILS OF PAST OPERATIONS AND HISTORY OF NEGOTIATIONS, 
WE PERSUADED THIS MORE THAN OFFSET BY PERSONALITY ADVANTAGES. 
WHILE THIS MUST BE COMPANY DECISION, MIGHT BE USEFUL GESTURE 
FOR ESSO TO LET SKALLI KNOW BY DIRECT CONTACT (PHONE CALL OR 
TELEX) THAT NEGOTIATIONS HENCEFORTH FIRMLY IN VASTOLA'S HANDS. 
NOW WOULD APPEAR TO BE AN OPPORTUNE TIME TO MAKE 
SUCH SUBSTITUTION BECAUSE SKANE, WE UNDERSTAND, IS ON VACATION 
IN WYOMING AND WILL SOON MOVE ON TO NEW ASSIGNMENT ELSEWHERE. 
WITH CONTINUED PRESSURE FROM DESK ON BOUTALEB, PERIODIC NUDGES 
AT THIS END, SKAT LI'S ASSURANCE GOM GENUINELY WANTS SOLUHUON, 
AND SIGNAL FROM ESSO LONDON THAT GOM PREOCCUPATION REGARDING 
ESSO NEGOTIATING PERSONNEL RECEIVED, POSSIBILITIES FOR PROGRESS 
AT RECONVENED TALKS STILL GUARDEDLY HOPEFUL.
